Statement by the President. September 2, 1967 


In 1840, Andrew Johnson said, “I do not forget that 
I am a mechanic. I am proud to own it... . The 
Apostle Paul was a tentmaker; Socrates was a sculptor; 
Archimedes was a mechanic.” 

And he noted that Roger Sherman, who helped to 
write the American Constitution, was a cobbler of shoes. 

The consistent thread through our national life is that 
men rise from their labors to lead their fellow men. 

Very wisely, since 1894, we have observed Labor Day 
as a national celebration: to honor the working men and 
women of the country—and to remember that from our 
earliest days, many of our greatest leaders have been 
laboring men. 

Today, it is good to pause and reflect about the course 
we are taking; about what it means to live and work in 
this rich Nation—and about where we are going from 
this critical moment in our century. 

Too often, I believe, we see events only dimly; we con- 
cern ourselves with the passing affairs of the present— 
and miss the meaning of the quiet, deep-running currents 
in our time. 

In the past few years, for example, we have lived 
through a time of historic economic growth and social 
progress, a period almost without precedent in our 
Nation. Yet most of us have accepted this swift and 
profound change as though it were routine. As we set 
our goals and prepare for the gains of the future, we 
should look at this history of the recent past. 

Consider these facts: 

—Ten years ago, only 24 percent of American fami- 
lies had incomes above $7,000 a year. 

—Today 54 percent—more than half of all Ameri- 
can families—have incomes above $7,000. In 10 
short years we have doubled the number of fami- 
lies who earn $600 a month. 

—In real terms, the median family income in our 
Nation reached $7,436 in 1966, contrasted to 
$6,162 in 1960, an increase of 21 percent in 
constant dollars. 
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These figures are a tribute to the energy and determina- 
tion of our people—and to the remarkable productivity of 
labor and business in America. 

In 1959, 22 percent of our people lived in poverty. Last 
year, that percentage had decreased to 15 percent. 

This one fact strengthens my belief that the course we 
are taking in America is a good one—that our efforts to 
extend opportunity to all our citizens are succeeding. 

I believe every American family should know this Labor 
Day that life is steadily improving in America. 

We have moved forward—but not nearly far enough. 

We have never been comforted by mere assurances of 
prosperous times for we know that private wealth is only 
a partial measure of our progress as a nation. 

In America, our eyes are always on the road ahead—on 
the unsolved problems of the Nation, the great unfinished 
business of democracy, and on our most important goal— 
peace in all the world, and justice for all men. 

Today, because our problems are great, because un- 
finished business crowds the national and the international 
agenda, our wealth imposes a solemn responsibility on 
every citizen. 

Together, we who own so much must work more ac- 
tively for equal opportunity—because we have learned 
that a victory for the poorest among us is a victory for 
everyone among us. 

Together we must rebuild our cities, purify the air and 
water, heal the sick, care for the helpless and the elderly, 
better educate every young American. 

Together, we must build a nation in which respect for 
law is the creed of every citizen. We must work so that 
justice is not only a legal term but a condition of life in 
every neighborhood—and that peace with justice is the 
ruling condition throughout the world. 

On this Labor Day, let us celebrate the distance we 
have come—toward security for every family, toward the 
comforts which hard work and growing wealth can bring. 
Let us recognize and salute the many good leaders of labor 
as well as those who follow them. 

And let us remember that these achievements are not 
a record to rest upon—but a foundation to build upon. 

That is our task for tomorrow.

George will have a biographical statement for you. 

We have asked Mr. Walter Edward Washington to 
serve—as we have a recommendation in form now that 
we are submitting to the Senate when it returns—as the 
new Commissioner under the reorganization act. He has 
selected as his assistant Mr. Thomas William Fletcher, 
who is here. 

They have both agreed to take over these assignments, 
the Senate willing. 

In the next few days they will be giving considerable 
attention to selecting the Council for Washington to be 
made up of nine more members, not more than six from 
one party. 

They will assume office when they and the nine mem- 
bers of the Council have been acted upon by the Senate. 

This will permit Mr. Washington and Mr. Fletcher— 
who have had all the necessary investigations made and 
they have just been completed—to help select names to go 
to the Senate. We would hope the Senate would act 
promptly. We will be submitting the names of the Council 
just as soon as we can. 

The details of their training and experience will be 
listed for you. If you have any other questions the Press 
Office will try to answer them.

Statement by the President on His Intention To 
Nominate Walter E. Washington and 
Thomas W. Fletcher. September 6, 1967 


Three weeks ago Congress approved a reorganization 
plan to bring modern government to the Nation’s Capital. 
Even this new system can be only as strong and fair as 
the men who will lead it. That is why, for the last 3 weeks, 
I have engaged in an intensive search throughout the 


Nation to find the very best city executives for the posts 
of D.C. Commissioner and Assistant to the Commissioner. 

In that search, we have reviewed literally hundreds of 
names and records. 

Today, our search for a new D.C. Commissioner has 
come to a happy end. 

First, we have found a man who can provide the 
leadership, the vision, the understanding, and the talent 
to move the Capital City forward—steadily and surely. 
We have found a man who will be a strong and authentic 
voice for the people of the District. 

His name is Walter Edward Washington. 

I am sending his nomination to the Senate as soon as 
it reconvenes. I hope that it will receive speedy and favor- 
able consideration. 

Walter Washington’s adult life and his distinguished 
career have been spent in this city. He makes his home 
here. He is a graduate of Howard University and attended 
the American University in Washington. He has been a 
fighter for effective government in the Nation’s Capital. 
He knows the people of this city—because he is one of 
them. 

The summary of the jobs he has held is an exciting 
story of commitment to the public service and the public 
good. 

He is a distinguished lawyer. 

He is a nationally famous specialist and innovator in 
urban problems. 

After joining the National Capital Housing Authority 
in 1941, he rose through the ranks to become its Director 
in 1961. He held that post for 5 eventful years. 

There he won the respect of his fellow citizens—not 
only in Washington but from urban experts throughout 
the Nation. 

A year ago, Walter Washington went to New York to 
take the job as chairman of the New York City Housing 
Authority. 

Now Mr. Washington has expressed his desire to come 
back home to lead his city in the job of first responsibility 
to the 800,000 citizens of the District. 

He will be ably assisted by Mr. Thomas William 
Fletcher. Mr. Fletcher is now Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of Housing and Urban Development. 

Throughout his career, Tom Fletcher has been a leader 
in city government. 

Over the past 15 years, he has been a city adminis- 
trator—one of the best in the business. 

In 5 productive years as city manager of San Diego, 
Calif.—from 1961 to 1966—Tom Fletcher won a national 
reputation as one of America’s outstanding city executives. 

There, he pioneered the most advanced city manage- 
ment-budgeting techniques. These have served as a model 
for other cities. 

He is an expert fiscal planner. 


Tom Fletcher has earned the high praise and strong 
endorsements of the leaders of the Nation’s top municipal 
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organizations: the National League of Cities, the Inter- 
national City Managers Association, and the U.S. Confer- 
ence of Mayors. 

He is an innovator. He is experienced, highly respected, 
and eminently qualified for his new job. He is a man who 
can make government work for the good of the people it 
serves. 

In a special way, the problems of the Nation’s first city 
are also the problems of the Nation. No men in any other 
public jobs face more exciting or exacting challenges than 
this new team of leaders for Washington. 

We believe we have found the right men for the right 
jobs at the right time.

Comments of the Vietnam 
Election Observers 


Press Pool Report on the Vietnam Election Observers’ 
Comments to the President in the Cabinet 
Room. September 6, 1967 


Mr. Baitey (Charles W. Bailey 2d, Cowles Publica- 
tions) : There was a pool of AP, UPI, Time, Phil Potter, 
myself and I guess that was all. 

Q. No networks? 

Mr. Battery. No. 

The pool was taken into the Cabinet Room about 
11:30. The entire matter ran about 40 minutes. 

The President was seated at his usual place at the Cabi- 
net table with Governor Hughes of New Jersey on his 
right and Senator Hickenlooper on his left. 

The other members of the observer team who were 
present were around the table and seated against the wall. 

Secretaries McNamara and Rusk were also present. 

When we were taken in, the President had already 
begun calling on these people one at a time for their 
observations. We missed at least Governor Hughes and 
Senator Hickenlooper. 

Mr. Potter (Philip Potter, the Baltimore Sun): 
There was a third fellow on the floor talking and we never 
did get his name. 

Mr. Battery. The Press Office will get up a list of who 
were there and who wasn’t. 

The President said 18 were present out of the 22 he 
named and two of the three election specialists were there. 

Q. What about Lodge? 

Mr. Baitey. Lodge was there, Locke was there, Rusk 
and McNamara, some staff people from the White House 
were there. 

When we got there, the first person whose comments 
we heard was Governor Guy who said that he thought 
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“too much attention had been focused on the possibility 
of irregularities and not enough on the really significant 
thing, that these people with great courage had come out 
and given as moving and profound example of the desire 
for self-determination as you could find anywhere.” 

That is the end of the quote. 

He spoke of seeing polling places that had been bombed 
out the day before the election being cleaned up with 
tents being put up and records being taken out of the 
rubble so they could vote. 

Mr. Porter. He mentioned three had been killed and 
six injured at this polling and the wounded had been cared 
for and many of them had stayed and voted. 

Q. Would you give that quote again, please? 

Mr. Battey. “I thought too much attention had been 
focused on the possibility of irregularities and not enough 
on the really significant thing—that these people with 
great courage came out and gave as moving and as pro- 
found example of the desire for self-determination as you 
could find anywhere.” 

McKeldin was the next one. There was another fellow 
in between who said three words. 


Mr. Porter. I think that was Governor McCall who 
said he was very impressed at this first effort to hold an 
election. 


We think it was Governor McCall. 


[At this point, George Christian, Press Secretary to the President, 
entered the room to make an announcement.] 


Mr. CuristTIAN. I am going to put in the bins a report 
to the Cabinet by Gardner Ackley which will be all we 
have out of the Cabinet meeting. It is on the economic 
situation. 

Q. Is it out there? 

Mr. CurisTIAN. I have it right here. 


Mr. Potter. One thing I would like to add is that on 
Governor Guy, again, he said he couldn’t see any irregu- 
larities and when a candidate gets 35 percent of the vote 
and his opponents get 65 percent certainly irregularities 
are not paramount. 

The next man we thought was Governor McCall. We 
weren't sure. He said he was very impressed by this first 
effort at holding an election. He thought it was as well 
conducted as elections in any State in the Union. 

Mr. Bartey. It was McCall. 


Then we had Mayor McKeldin who said he had trav- 
eled from one end to the other of South Vietnam on elec- 
tion day visiting 12 polling places in the South, then going 
to Da Nang and then to Saigon. 

He said there was only one irregularity that he saw and 
that was in the counting in Saigon. He described a situa- 
tion where they opened one envelope and had found three 
tickets in it rather than the required one. There had been 


no fuss about it. They set it aside. He called them “splen- 
did, intelligent people.” 
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He said, “I think 35 percent was a terrific vote when 
you consider 11 candidates. They could have gotten 51 
percent if they had wanted to rig it.” In reference to 
Thieu and Ky. 

Then we had the religious gentlemen. 

Mr. Edward L. R. Elson of the National Presbyterian 
Church in Washington, who said the election may be 
one of the most significant events of the century. 

Mr. Potter. Of this decade. 

Mr. Bartey. He said he was tremendously impressed 
with the clarity of the plan and to see it executed down 
to the village level. 

He called it interesting to see the representatives of 
candidates looking on during the voting process. 

Then he went on to describe how he had, on his own, 
visited with army chaplains and in the military hospital. 
He was full of praise for both the chaplains and the hos- 
pital and spoke of talking with “a little Negro boy who 
had lost both legs.” 

Mr. Porter. And found his spirit good. He said, 
“I found they know what it is all about better than the 
people back home.” 

Mr. Baitey. He also said he is “proud to be an Ameri- 
can and proud to be on this mission.” 

Archbishop Lucey of San Antonio was up next. He 
said, ““We saw consecrated and devoted men and women 
way out in the small hamlets teaching people to practice 
democracy. 

“I think the press has a wonderful chance to bring 
that out,” he said. He said, “Second, the press has an 
opportunity to kill once and for all the idea that there 
is a stalemate in the military situation.” 

Mr. Porter. He said there hasn’t been any for a long 
time. About the stalemate.“There ought to be a way to 
stop statements from prominent citizens talking through 
their hats or birettas.” 

Mr. BaILey. [interposing] “—to stop a wave of state- 
ments by prominent citizens talking through their hats or 
birettas.” 

Mr. Porter. “They should be better informed. It 
would be a fine thing if some of those talking about the 
war would go over there and see what is going on.” 

Mr. Baitey. He didn’t say he was talking about 
Bishop Sheen. 

Mr. Porter. “They tell you to negotiate now. But 
they don’t say how.” 

Mr. Bartey. “Not one has ever said this is the way to 


do it. They just go on and say negotiate now. It doesn’t 
make sense at all.” 


Q. How much more have you got? 
Mr. Baitey. Quite a lot. They all talked at some 
length. 


Q. Chuck, what is the phrase before the “wave of 
Statements”? 

Mr. Battey. “The press has an opportunity to kill 
once and for all the idea that there is a stalemate in the 
military situation. There ought to be a way to stop the 
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wave of statements by prominent citizens who are talking 
through their hats or birettas.” 

I think we just have to give it all to you. 

Q. Please do. 

Mr. Battey. Lucey then talked about our military. 
He said they were magnificent men and boys. 

Mr. Porter. He said, “It is too bad they are being 
called murderers.” He said, “I will use what I have learned 
to get the truth out. In many sections of this country you 
don’t find it.” 

Mr. Battey. He said, “It is too bad that so many are 
saying that they are murderers and that they ought to be 
brought back.” He said, “Those statements ought to be 
stopped and the press will have to help. This is not a time 
to lie about the U.S.A.” 

Q. What diocese is he? 

Mr. Bartey. San Antonio, Texas. 

Q. Did Mr. Locke speak at all? 

Mr. Barney. Later. 

Then we go to Rabbi Rudin. He is the president of the 
Synagogue Council of America and lives in Great Neck, 
Long Island. 

Q. His first name is Jacob, he said out there. 

Mr. Battey. Good. Thank you. Jacob P. Rudin. He 
said, “It was a wonderful experience to stand at a polling 
booth and watch the people come by, young, old, people 
in uniform, seminarians, nuns, all kinds of people, to fulfill 
what was obviously a serious obligation on their part.” 

He said, “It was obviously something new for them and 
an experience for them.” 

He spoke of having lunch with a group of AID people 
and said 

Mr. Porter. Wait a minute. He said, “It was very 
moving” and he noted they were not taking it for granted 
as we sometimes do here. 

Mr. Barey. He said he had lunch with a group of 
eight people and said there was “a kind of dignity and 
beauty about them.” He spoke of talking with one young 
AID worker that he had known since the other fellow 
was a boy. He asked him how long he was going to stay 
and the kid said he could go any time but he had some 
projects under way and he wanted to be there to see them 
completed. 

Mr. Potter. He said we had total mobility, com- 
pletely free agents. 

Mr. Bartey. No pressure on them. 

Mr. Porter. No one saying we ought to go here or 
we ought to go there. 

Mr. Bartey. Next was Whitney Young, president of 
the Urban League. “I had some reluctance about making 
the trip. I left with some skepticism, if not cynicism about 
the procedures, if not the validity, because of what I had 
read in the newspapers, but I returned completely satis- 
fied that it was as free an election as it was possible to 
have under the circumstances, with so many candidates, 
such brutal terrorism as they have, with inexperienced 
people, with a high degree of illiteracy.” 
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Mr. Potter. “I was terribly impressed. I had the feel- 
ing some elements in their election we might utilize in 
this country.” 

Mr. Baitey. He mentioned the women voting. He 
said, “Women don’t vote in Switzerland.” I didn’t quite 
get the point there. He said, the 18-year-olds which he 
said can vote there and cannot vote in much of this coun- 
try. He spoke of the vigorous and even vitriolic criticism. 

Mr. Potter. He spoke of the financing for all 
candidates. 

Mr. Bartey. He spoke of vigorous, even vitriolic criti- 
cism of the military. He mentioned the free press. It is 
significant that he mentioned it there because of what 
somebody else said later on. “So I left with the feeling 
that they had demonstrated a self-determination in the 
establishment of a government that might be translated 
into the same kind of determination in self-defense.” 

Young also spoke of having gone out a year ago to see 
how the Negroes were making out in the military and 
said he had spent a little time checking up on how that 
had gone. There is one fairly long quote you might want. 
“T found they are equally determined as ever that they 
are’’—he is speaking of Negro troops—‘“‘almost completely 
impervious and indifferent to the propaganda that they 
are the brunt of from the Communists, that they are 
perplexed by riots that destroy their own neighborhoods 
and people.” 

Q. This is supposed to be the propaganda? 

Mr. Potter. No, he is talking about having visited 
the Negroes as he visited them a year ago. 

Mr. Baitey. He found the Negro troops perplexed by 
the facts of the riots that destroy their own neighborhoods 
and their own people. 

He said they were concerned about a Congress that 
seems to react to a few extremists in their midsts and 
thereby blocks domestic programs that they need and their 
families need. 

Mr. Potter. He said these people should be more con- 
cerned about rewarding our troops fighting there instead 
of penalizing our few extremists. 

Mr. Baitey. The troops and their families. 

Q. Chuck, could I ask you to back up a little on this 
saying, “So I left with a feeling they had demonstrated 
the self-determination” and that phrase “that they 
might sg 

Mr. Bartey. “—that might be translated into the same 
kind of determination in self-defense.” It doesn’t parse 
perfectly, but I think the meaning is clear. 

Young wound up by saying after talking about their 
reaction to Congress, he said they do feel very strongly 
about that.

Then Mr. Gullander, Werner P. Gullander, of New 
York and Washington, President of the NAM spoke. He 
said, “The important thing about the election was that 
they had begun, they had picked a government.” He said, 
“I am completely satisfied that this was an election with 
integrity.” 
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Mr. Porter. “I am completely satisfied this was an 
election of integrity.” 

Mr. Baitey. Then he said, “I would like to say a 
word about top management in the military.” He said, “It 
is really tops. There is not a man there with one star and 
up that I wouldn’t be proud to serve under.” 

Mr. Potter. Then he spoke of Westmoreland and 
said he was tremendously impressed with his concern for 
his people. 

Mr. Baitry. Then he discussed the question of whether 
or not we belong in Vietnam. He said, ““When I went I 
believed that we belonged because we had a selfish 
interest.” 

Mr. Potter. “And I now feel, in addition, that these 
are beautiful, wonderful people.” 

Mr. BatLey. You missed a great line. “But I am just 
soft-hearted enough so that I now believe, in addition, 
that”—— 

Mr. Potter. “these are beautiful, wonderful peo- 
ple and we cannot let them down.” 

Mr. Battery. There was a little more I missed but he 
wound up saying we have responsibility to 17 million 
beautiful people. 

Then we had Herzberg who is one of the election spe- 
cialists, Professor Donald Herzberg. He is director of the 
Eagleton Institute of Politics at Rutgers and the author 
of “The Right to Vote” and staff director of the Com- 
mission on Registration and Voting that Kennedy set up 
in 1963. 

Herzberg said, “There probably were irregularities out 
in the field, but we are talking about an election of 5 
million people and the manipulation that would have 
had to go on in public, just couldn’t take place.” 

He mentioned an old man who had voted and he asked 
him why, and the man said “I am 87 years old and I 
have never voted for a President before.” 


Then they heard from Eldon James, former National 
Commander of the Americi.n Legion. He lives in Hamp- 
ton, Virginia. He said that he had three feelings that he 
came back with. One was a feeling of warmth for the 
people. The second was a feeling that the people had a 
desire to be part of their government. And the third I 
didn’t quite get what he was saying. 

Mr. Porter. He told a story about an old gentleman 
of 75 who came in hobbling on a cane. 





Mr. Baitey. After this long scene at a polling place 


a Vietnamese said, “What you see is a result of 20 years 
of sacrifice and dead Vietnamese.” 


Now John S. Knight, who has been critical of the war 
in general, was then called on. He said, “You know,’— 
speaking to the President—“I sought some assurances 
from you. They were not needed, but I did not want to 
travel under false colors.” 

Knight went on to say, “I was very impressed with 
the documentation given us by the State Department.” 
He said, that he was very impressed 
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Mr. Potter. —by Bunker. 


Me. Baitey. “I think he is the right man.” And he 
said, “The military staff was top-flight.” He said that he 
saw no irregularities, but there was obviously opportunity 
for them. ““The size of the vote itself would indicate that 
there was no concerted effort to build up the margin.” 


Then he went on to say—speaking directly to the 
President—“‘You have some problems. It all depends on 
the government that was elected. I don’t think you should 
overlook the votes that went to Dzu. I think pacification 
is going to be long and arduous.” 

Then he made some comments on the free press which 
Young mentioned most specifically. Knight went on to 
say, “Two papers were closed just before the election. 
One had been shut down for 10 months.” 

Mr. Potter. He said he sought out dissidents, one 
an editor whose paper was suspended and another who 
was not permitted to run. He said, “I heard them out 
and I found them fervent and intense, but as I left I had 
a feeling I would not want them running my country.” 

He said, “It was a very profitable experience to me. 
I have some questions that I would like to discuss with 
you privately.” 

Mr. Baitey. Then President Johnson said—this is the 
first time that he had commented while we were in there— 
“Thank you so much for what you said and for going. 
I want to get your impressions.” He applied that to all 
of them. And he said that would be the fringe benefit of 
this commission. 

Then he went on to Senator Muskie of Maine who 
spoke of the preparations for the election being “very care- 
fully done”. He had praise for the training procedures. 


Mr. Potter. The training for the poll and election 
workers. 


Mr. Bairey. “Election day was as impressive as my 
colleagues have said.” 

Then he said that he had been concerned about the 
allegations of pressure by the government and that he 
had asked about this. He told of having an argument 
with the province chief down in the south, a colonel. 
Apparently some press people had been with Muskie and 
they had gotten into the argument, too, suggesting that 
the word had gone out in the government organization 
to cast your votes one way. 

Muskie said, “Coming from a Republican State where 
being a Republican is a family tradition, this would not 
be surprising to me.” “But,” he said, “the man’s rebuttal, 
the vigor of his defense, was quite reassuring.” 

Mr. Porter. And he said that he went into detail on 
how it would feel. He said, “I think you can feel the 
pressure, if it exists.” “But,” he said, “I didn’t feel it.” 

Mr. Baitey. And he told a story about a lady who 
got tired of waiting in line to get into the voting booth, 
and she took off her conical hat and proceeded to sort 
the ballots into her hat. 
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Speaking of the government, he said, “There is a prob- 
lem of unification. I don’t know if Thieu and Ky are up 
to it.” He said, “I, too, talked to a lot of the dissidents 
and I have some suggestions I would like to pass on 
to you.” 

Q. Meaning unification of South Vietnam? 

Mr. Bartey. The formation of a government is really 
what he is talking about. He said, “They are obviously 
schooled in authoritarian traditions,” speaking of the 
police chiefs. 

Then we had Mr. James Antell of Burlington, Ver- 
mont, president of the U.S. Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Porter. He found the technical aspects of the 
election excellent. 

Mr. Battey. He told of somebody who attempted to 
vote in Hue who was from Saigon. 

Mr. Porter. He said that this man was very glib, but 
the local officials stood up to him and that this was 
impressive to him. 

He was impressed by the use of symbols on ballots 
which made it easy for ignorant and illiterate people to 
vote. He said, “This is something we might try here.” 

Mr. Battey. He spoke of the military and mentioned 
helicopters. He was very big for them. He said that some 
of the privates and corporals are concerned about what 
people are thinking, because of what they read in the 
press. 

Next was Ed Munro, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Counties. He is from Seattle, Washington. 

He spoke of the devotion of both the U.S. diplomatic 
corps and the U.S. military to democratic processes. He 
said that he was impressed with the Vietnamese people. 
He said, “I was somewhat embarrassed, because they 
were obviously trying to run a good election and we were 
standing over them like teachers.” 

Mr. Porrer. Whereupon, President Johnson said, 
“We are going to ask them to come and observe our 
election.” 

Mr. Baitey. With which a hearty laugh was had 
by all. 

Then Professor Howard Penniman of Georgetown 
University, author of “The American Political Process” 
which was translated into Vietnamese for use as an elec- 
tion background 

Penniman said he would stress the fact, the big, blunt 
fact was that we had more observers than at any other 
election ever and that with many of them wanting to 
prove what they had been saying for weeks, nothing was 
proved except possibly they ran out of ballots in some 
polling places. 

He went on to say this wasn’t the kind of problem it 
was even here, because you could go to the next precinct 
and get ballots there. “The big, flat fact was that lots of 
people who saw this didn’t want it to come out this way.” 

Eugene Patterson, editor of the Atlanta Constitution. 
He said, “I thought it was reasonably fair. There are 
obviously some questions.” Then, as examples, he said, 
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“Two candidates were not permitted to run and two 
newspapers were shut down and there were 48 slates for 
the Senate.” He said, “All of these are obvious. But,” 
he said, “all the way down through the hamlet these peo- 
ple were organized.” In the ccntext of being organized to 
conduct an election. 

He said that he had talked to the watchers on election 
day for the various candidates. He said, “I asked repeat- 
edly whether they had any complaints and they had none. 

“So far as corruption goes, the only place would have 
been between the casting of the ballots and the counting.” 
He said he was reassured for two reasons. One was be- 
cause of the way it came out. That is, the fact that the 
leading ticket only got 30 percent. 

The other was the fact that although the returns were 
slow in coming into the Saigon headquarters and he said 
there were some raised eyebrows because of that, he said 
he discovered that the embassy and the Saigon radio were 
getting spot returns and projections early which jibed with 
the official count that came in later. 

“So,” he said, “We did have a fair count.” He said, 
“They are going to have difficulty in forming a govern- 
ment.” 

Then he told a story about an American major in Phan 
Rang who said, “I don’t understand the politics over here, 
but what I do understand is this: I have six hamlets on 
the periphery of our security area. The Vietcong has come 
in and said to them, ‘You vote; you die.’ ” 

He said that he and his Vietnamese counterpart had 
told these villagers, “You vote and you live.” 

He said that “You are going to make progress when 
these villagers are out plowing a week after the election 
and realize they are still alive.” 

Then they heard from Joseph Scerra, incoming Com- 
mander of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. “In my opinion, 
it was a showcase election,” he said. And he said that 
the two real victories were, one, that they had an election 
and, second, that because our military people were under 
a curfew the entire security for the election was furnished 
by the Vietnamese Government. 

Mr. Potter. He said that was another victory. “It has 
been criticized for not holding up its end and this was 
proof that it did, that it could.” 

Mr. Battey. The next guy was Dave Sullivan, vice 
president of the AFL-CIO and president of the Building 
Services Employees Union. 

He read a statement that he had given to the press 
in Saigon on his departure which said that he had been 
deeply impressed with the spirit and will, and how many 
people voted, and the positive role played by the Viet- 
namese unions. That has already been in the papers. 

Then at this point the door opened and in came 
Humphrey, Freeman, Goldberg, and the whole Cabinet. 

The President called on Stanford Smith, whom we 
had with us last week. He is the general manager of the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association. He said, 
“There was no grand national plot to rig the election.” 
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Mr. Porter. He said, “This election substantially 
proved there was no grand national plot to rig the 
election.” 

Mr. Barey. “This is not to say there were no irregu- 
larities somewhere or other. We know there will be prob- 
lems in the days ahead.” 

Then the President said, “We have received reports, 
some very brief observations from the observers. I would 
like to hear from each of you by letter or orally with 
further suggestions. We need, invite, and very much wel- 
come all the help you can give me.” 

Then he thanked Lodge and he said, “I think he has 
set an example that the Vietnamese could well emulate. 
He and I were pitted against each other in an election 
that had some questions about it here and there.” 

Mr. Potter. Obviously meaning 1960, the Repub- 
lican charge they were robbed in Chicago. 

Mr. Battery. “We had been divided in the Senate.” 
Then he went on to say how Lodge had undertaken these 
missions. 

Then he said, “He again has earned his President's 
gratitude and, I think, the appreciation of the American 
people. He has been willing to serve on any assignment, 
small or great.” 

Mr. Lodge responded by saying that, “It has been a 
wonderful thing for me to be associated with this group.” 

Mr. Porter. He said, “We got little sleep, it was very 
hot, food was indifferent, three got sick, and there was 
always good humor.” 

Mr. Bartey. Then McKeldin broke in and said, 
“TI just want to say neither Senator Lodge’’—he called 
him Senator—‘“nor any of the generals tried to brain- 
wash us.” 

Then Rabbi Rudin got back into the act and said, 
“I think we asked so many questions about irregularities 
that we gave the Vietnamese some ideas they had never 
thought of.” 

Johnson, then speaking to the whole group of observers, 
said, “You have done an arduous and dangerous duty 
and a very satisfactory performance for your country.” 

Rusk said he hoped they would hear from them. “We 
need your help.” 

McNamara said, “It was very moving to sit here and 
hear your report.” 

Johnson said that if they wanted they could go into the 
lobby and meet the press. There was no obligation to do 
that and he hoped they would come to lunch at 1 o’clock. 

They are, apparently, the guests of honor at the lunch, 
which we didn’t know. 

Q. What was the McNamara quote? 

Mr. Battey. “It has been very moving to sit here for 
the last 40 minutes and hear your reports.” 

Mr. Potter. “I hope the American people will hear 
your reports.” 

Q. Locke did not say anything? 

Mr. Bairey. Yes. He said that he was pleased to be 
associated with these people. 
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Mr. Potter. He said, “It was a great pleasure to be 
associated with these people. The whole project was very 
satisfactorily done.” 

Q. What was the Johnson quote about the election? 

Mr. Bartey. When he was talking about Lodge, he 
said, “He has set an example the Vietnamese could well 
emulate.” He said, “He and I were pitted against each 
other in an election that had some questions about it here 
and there.” 

The point being although he had been in this kind of an 
election he had agreed to serve the Government after. 

Q. Was this done in the sense of awareness of talking 
to the press or were they talking generally? 

Mr. Battey. The President told them at the end that 
there had been a few reporters in there. I don’t know what 
he said before we went in. 

Mr. Porter. The first man we got didn’t see us come 
in. 

Q. Did Guy say where that polling place was? 

Mr. Baiey. It was the one he and Murphy almost 
got blown up going to. 

Q. Two people said they had something to speak to the 
President about privately. 

Mr. Baitey. Yes, Knight and Muskie. 

Mr. Porter. I think that it might have been that they 
didn’t want to share their views not only with the press but 
with the other men.

Cabinet Report on the 
State of the Economy 


Report to the President and to the Cabinet by 
Gardner Ackley, Chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. September 6, 1967 


1. Every recent piece of economic information confirms 
the projection of a strong economic expansion in the sec- 
ond half of 1967 and 1968. Today’s announcement of 
employment developments is fully in line with this outlook. 

* The overall unemployment rate dropped again in 
August—to 3.8 percent—despite another strong 
rise in the labor force. 

* Payroll employment was up a very large 300,000— 
more than half of it in manufacturing—bringing 
payroll jobs 1.9 million above a year earlier. 

* Average hours of work were up for the second con- 
secutive month. 

_ 2. These employment and man-hour data provide pre- 
liminary evidence of another strong increase in personal 
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income in August, and of a second month of recovery in 
industrial production. 

3. Yesterday’s report of plant and equipment spending 
was also fully consistent with our projections. Capital 
spending and spending intentions for 1967 were revised 
downward a trifle, as we had expected. They still show 
a rise of more than $1 biliion from the second to the 
fourth quarter. This should effectively refute the predic- 
tion of a collapse in plant and equipment spending, which 
has been the crux of the few bearish forecasts. 


4. Other recent data are all in the same line. 

* Manufacturers’ inventories showed a small gain 
in July (after a drop in June), providing further 
evidence that the drag of the inventory adjustment 
on output is about over. 

* New orders remain high. They have exceeded 
shipments in each of the last 3 months, so that 
order backlogs have been increasing, and are 
essentially back to their alltime peak of October, 
November, and December 1966. 

* Construction contracts, housing starts and permits, 
and retail sales data are all bullish. 

¢ The 0.4 percent rise in consumer prices in July, 
and the 0.3 percent rise in wholesale industrial 
prices in August provide unwelcome but convinc- 
ing indication of inflationary pressures ahead. 


5. It is important to emphasize again the point made 
so often—that a massive inventory adjustment dominated 
the economic news in the first half of 1967. 


* Production and sales normally run very close to- 
gether, with production exceeding sales by about 
1 percent in an expanding economy. This margin 
allows for the larger inventories of goods in the 
pipeline, needed as production and sales expand. 

* Last fall and winter, production very substantially 
exceeded sales, and inventories accumulated far 
beyond any need. 

¢ In the first half of 1967, sales have continued to 
grow at a very rapid pace. But more than half 
of that growth of sales was met out of inventories, 
or out of production that would normally have 
gone into inventory accumulation. 

* Once inventory investment stops declining, as now 
seems to be the case, the growth of production will 
again have to match that of sales, and even exceed 
it a little to permit resumption of normal inventory 
growth. 


6. An auto strike—so long as confined to one pro- 
ducer—will somewhat dampen current activity. But its 
main effect will be to postpone production, sales, and in- 
comes into later months. Thus a slower than normal rise 
will be followed by a faster rise once the strike is settled. 
This bulge will add to the already strong pressures that will 
have developed on our resources. 

7. Without a tax increase ard restraint on expenditures, 
demand will expand more rapidly than production can

keep up, producing strong inflationary pressures and re- 
newed credit stringency. With the President’s program, 
there is good prospect of keeping the growth of demand 
within a pace that can be matched by production. 


College Work-Study Program 


Statement by the President Upon Signing Bill To 
Strengthen the Program. September 7, 1967 


It is with great pleasure that I sign the college work- 
study amendments—which will improve a novel and far- 
reaching educational program. 

Since 1964, when the first Economic Opportunity Act 
was passed, this new educational program has helped more 
than 300,000 students—most of them from poor fami- 
lies—to complete their college education. Next year, more 
than 200,000 students will earn over $164 million as they 
work their way through college. 

Under this program, needy and deserving college stu- 
dents work part time, on campus and off—in schools, 
libraries, and hospitals, in State and local government, 
and other projects. The Federal Government helps under- 
write this employment in 1,700 institutions of higher 
learning, and 2,500 local government and school enter- 
prises. 

This ‘act improves the work-study program in two 
important ways: 

First: The new legislation provides that a student 
employee shall work an average of 15 hours per week each 
semester—rather than specifically requiring 15 hours of 

. work each week. This allows a student to reduce his time 
on the job during testing or examination periods, and 
make up the loss later. 

Second: The original act specified that the Federal 
share in the program—90 percent—would be reduced 
in one step this year, to 75 percent. The new legislation 
in order to reduce the financial impact of the reduc- 
tion on the employers of these students, phases the re- 
duction in three steps: to 85 percent this year, 80 percent 
in 1968, and 75 percent in 1969. 

The student who works to pay for his education does 
more than help himself financially. He builds resources 
of character, self-reliance, and independence that make 
his degree even more valuable to himself and to the 
country. And every student in the program contributes 
importantly to his college and his community. 

. In the past few years, we have embarked on an historic 
campaign to give every citizen an equal chance in 
America—regardless of his birth or his race or his financial 
status. This law is one way of moving that great effort 
forward. Its influence in America will be a lasting tribute 
to the 90th Congress.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate Paul Rand 
Dixon for Reappointment as Chairman. 
September 7, 1967 


President Johnson today announced his intention to 
nominate Paul Rand Dixon of Tennessee for reappoint- 
ment as Chairman of the Federal Trade Commission. 
Mr. Dixon was first appointed to this position by Presi- 
dent Kennedy in 1961, and his present term expires 
September 25, 1967. 

Born in Nashville, Tenn., in 1913, Mr. Dixon at- 
tended Vanderbilt University, from which he received 
the A.B. degree in 1936, and the University of Florida, 
where he earned the LL.B. degree in 1938. He served 
as an assistant football coach at the University of Florida 
while working toward his law degree. 

Upon graduation, he was admitted to the bars of 
Florida and Tennessee, and in 1938 accepted appoint- 
ment as a trial attorney on the staff of the Federal Trade 
Commission. With the exception of the war years, during 
which he served as a commissioned officer in the United 
States Navy and earned three battle stars, Mr. Dixon con- 
tinued on the staff of the Federal Trade Commission until 
1957 when he was made Counsel and Staff Director of 
the Senate Antitrust and Monopoly Subcommittee. He 
served in that capacity until 1961, the date of his present 
appointment. 

Mr. Dixon is a member of the American and Federal 
Bar Associations and serves as a member of the Commit- 
tee of Experts on Restrictive Business Practices to the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment. 

He is married, has two children, and resides with his 
family in Bethesda, Md.

Executive Order 11371. Dated September 6, 1967. 
Released September 7, 1967 


ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NEw ENGLAND River BasINs 
CoMMISSION 


Wuereas the Water Resources Planning Act (here- 
inafter referred to as the Act, 79 Stat. 244, 42 U.S.C. 
1962 et seq.) authorizes the President to declare the estab- 
lishment of a river basin water and related land resources 
commission when a request for such a commission is 
addressed in writing to the Water Resources Council 
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(hereinafter referred to as the Council) by the Governor 
of a State within which all or part of the basin or basins 
concerned are located and when such a request is con- 
curred in by the Council and by not less than one-half of 
the States within which portions of the basin or basins 
concerned are located; and 

Wuereas the Council, by resolution adopted Octo- 
ber 14, 1965, concurred in the request of the Governor of 
the State of Maine, as Chairman of the New England 
Governors’ Conference, and did itself request that the 
President declare the establishment of the New England 
River Basins Commission under the provisions of section 
201 of the Act; and 

Wuereas the request of the Governor of the State of 
Maine and the resolution of the Council of October 14, 
1965, together with written concurrences by the Governors 
of the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, and New York, sat- 
isfy the formal requirements of section 201 of the Act; 
and 


WHEREAS it appears that it would be in the public 
interest and in keeping with the intent of Congress to 
declare the establishment of such a Commission: 


Now, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in 
me by section 201 of the Act, and as President of the 
United States, it is ordered as follows: 


Section 1. New England River Basins Commission. 
It is hereby declared that the New England River Basins 
Commission is established under the provisions of Title II 
of the Act. 


Sec. 2. Jurisdiction of Commission. It is hereby de- 
termined that the jurisdiction of the New England River 
Basins Commission referred to in section 1 of this order 
(hereinafter referred to as the Commission) shall extend 
to the area of the six New England States of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and 
Rhode Island, together with that portion of the-State of 
New York within the drainage area of the Housatonic 
River, but specifically excluding those portions of the 
States of Vermont and Massachusetts within the drainage 
area of the Hudson River and excluding also that portion 
of the State of Vermont within the drainage area of Lake 
Champlain, in accordance with the request of the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Maine, concurred in by the Gov- 
ernors of the other New England States and New York, 
and in accordance with the resolution of the Council. 

Sec. 3. Membership of Commission. It is hereby de- 
termined that, in accordance with section 202 of the Act, 
the Commission shall consist of the following: 

(1) a Chairman to be appointed by the President, 

(2) one member from each of the following Federal 
departments and agencies: Department of Agriculture, 
Department of the Army, Department of Commerce, De- 
partment of Health, Education, and Welfare, Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development, Department 
of the Interior, Department of Transportation, and Fed- 
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eral Power Commission, each such member to be ap- 
pointed by the head of each department or independent 
agency he represents, 

(3) one member from each of the following States: 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, and New York, and 

(4) one member from each interstate agency created 
by an interstate compact to which the consent of Congress 
has been given and whose jurisdiction extends to the 
waters of the area specified in section 2. 

Sec. 4. Functions to be performed. The Commission 
and its Chairman, members, and employees are hereby 
authorized to perform and exercise, with respect to the 
jurisdiction specified in section 2 of this order, the func- 
tions, powers, and duties of such a Commission and of 
such Chairman, members, and employees, respectively, 
as set out in Title II of the Act. 

Sec. 5. International coordination. The Chairman of 
the Commission is hereby authorized and directed to re- 
fer to the Council any matters under consideration by the 
Commission which relate to the areas of interest or juris- 
diction of the International Joint Commission, United 
States and Canada. The Council shall consult on these 
matters as appropriate with the Department of State and 
the International Joint Commission through its United 
States Section for the purpose of enhancing international 
coordination. 

Sec. 6. Reporting to the President. The Chairman of 
the Commission shall report to the President through the 
Council.

Employee-Management Cooperation in 
the Federal Service 


The President’s Memorandum to Heads of Departments 
and Agencies Calling for a Review of the Program and 
Designating a Review Committee. September 8, 1967 


Five years have passed since Executive Order 10988 
established the policy and arrangements for cooperation 
between employee organizations and agency management 
in the executive branch. They have been productive years. 

The Chairman of the Civil Service Commission advises 
me that the program has been beneficial to management 
and employees alike. Agencies report marked improve- 
ment in communication with employees and significant 
benefits in such areas as safety practices, tours of duty, 
health, general working conditions, and grievance han- 
dling. Employee organizations have gained responsible 
status, stable and increasing membership, and representa- 
tion rights that ensure substantial participation by em- 
ployees in the improvement of personnel policies and 
practices that affect their well-being. This has been ac- 
complished within the framework of public laws and 
policies that guard the public interest as the paramount 
consideration. 

Today, over 1 million Federal employees have exclu- 
sive representation by employee organizations of their 
choice and the right to negotiate agreements with agency 
management. Many thousands more belong to organiza- 
tions which have been accorded formal recognition and 
rights of consultation. 


The improvements in employee-management relations 
achieved during this period are a credit to responsible 
agency officials and union leaders and a tribute to the 
wisdom of the 1961 Task Force which framed the order. 
Neverthless, as the program has matured and grown there 
is increasing evidence that some of the arrangements 
devised for a fledgling operation are no longer suitable. 
The Civil Service Commission has received from both 
the Federal agencies and from employee organizations a 
number of suggestions for changes in the program.
